day morning.

Sunday night and although he con- 
tinued to improve during Monday and

The country's fruit bowl will be 


heaped high with oranges aeain this 
year, says Miss Mary Claude Fletcher, 
county home demonstration agent. 


So oranges -will be abundant every- 


where that food is sold—from the gen- 
eral store at the country crossroads 
to the city delicatessen. Although this 
fruit is available throughout the year, 
the big orange season begins in Jan- 
uary and February. And oranges are 
most welcome during these winter 
months when supplies of many other 
fresh fruits may be low. 


Studies made by nutrition specialists 


show thp.t oranges are an excellant 
source of the important vitamin C. 
But even wh?n the supply is bounti- 
ful, care must be used to select good I 
values in oranges, Miss Fletcher says. 


"In buying," she advises, 
"first 


'weigh' the fruit in your hand. If 
it feels heavy for its size, it probably 
will have plenty of juice. Next, be 
sure the orange is firm and that it 
has no soft spots where spoilage may 
occur.

•ways^-the rule."

If the foodTmdget is limited', bulk 


oranges may be a better bargain than 
those that are graded and wrapped 
-individually in paper. The graded or- 
anges look more attractive because 
they are washed and polished, but the 
ungraded kind usually have the same 
food value and tho same flavor. But 
whether you buy graded or ungraded 
oranges, avoid those that ere puffy 
spongy, or wilted, Miss Fletcher advis- 
es. 


There's something 
friendly 
and 


wholesome about a bowl of chowder 
on cold, crisp days. Long ago, New 
Englanders discovered how good this 
hearty dish could be. And now, Miss 
Mary Claude Fletcher, county home 
demonstration agent, says that the idea 
of serving chowderr. as the main part 
of a luncheon or supper has been 
adopted everywhere. 


Chowder is usually thick with fish 


or vegetables, and some cook books 
call it "super-soup." It is a hot food 
that supplies the protein, minerals, and 
vitamins. Yot it is more interesting in 
texture and more appetizing in flavor 
than an ordinary cream soup. Salt 
pork gives it a distinctive flavor; and, 
in keeping with an old tradition, the 
real chowder is poured over crack- 
ers before serving. 


For housewives who would like to 


get better acquainted with chowders. 
Miss Mary E. Loughead of the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture, recommends the 
following 


recipe: 1 1-2 pounds fresh cod, had- 
dock, or any other largo fish, 2 cups 
1 quart water, 1-4 pound .salt pork, 
diced potatoes, 1 cup diced carrots, 
diced, 1 onion chopped, 2 tablespoons 
flour, 1 pint milk, salt, pepper.

Cut the fish into small pieces and 


remove the bones and skin. Cook fish, 
'potatoes, and carrots in the water for 
15 minutes. Fry the salt port until 
crisp, remove from the fat, cook th? 
onion in the fat for a few minutes,

Fireproof ing, the Extension econo- 


mist in home management explains, 
replaces tho moisture in the tree with 
a fire-resistant chemical which the 
tree drinks through its stem and car- 
ries to every branch. Ammonium sul- 
fate is an excellent inexpensive, fire- 
resisting 
material, lecommended by 


the Federal Bureau of Agricultural 
Chemistry and Engineering. I! costs 
only about 5 cents a pound, Mrs. Fen- 
ton says, and is sold by seed, fertiliz- 
er and hardware stores. 


Directions for fireproofing 
Christ- 


ma:: trees and cotton, nre as follows: 


Disolve a pound of ammonium sul- 


fato in l'/2 pints of water, for every 
4 pounds of tree. Pour the solution 
into a tall, narrow container. Put the 
tree into the solution immediately af- 
ter it is cut, or' into water, to keep 
it from drying out. If the tree is 


purchased try to get one freshly cut. 
Cut the end of the stem obliquely 
or in a V-shape to keep the cut sur- 
face off the bottom of the supporting 
container. 


Set the solution with the tree in 


it where the temperature is between 
55 degrees and 65 degrees F., out of 
direct sunlight. Leave it for about 4 
days. The degree of fire resistance 
depends on the amount of the .solution 
taken up by the tree. Tho tree may bo 
left in the solution for trimming and 
display. 


The cotton so often used around a 


Christmas tree also is easily fireprof- 
ed, Mrs. Ponton says. Make a solut- 
ion of 7 ounces of borax, 3 ounces of 
boric acid, nnd Ic ounces of soap 
powder 
in 2 quarts of hot water. 


Spread the cotton where it can stand 
wetting, and sprinkle it thoroughly
